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DEATH HALTS 


THAW'S TRIAL 


Juror's Wife Expiring from Pneumonia, 


Progress of the Case Is Delayed— 


Adjournment Until Monday. 


Jurors Allowed to Go to Their Homes, But Are Warned 


Against Giving Credence to Newspaper Stories 


— Told to Guide Selves on 


Honor and Oath. 


YORK, Feb. 14.-Owing to the 


death of the wife of Joseph H. Bolton, 
nne of the jurors, the trial of Harry K. 
Thaw was this afternoon postponed un- 
lil next Monday morning. 


Mrs. Bolton had been ill for several 


lays with double pneumonia. Her hus- 
band, juror No. 11, who had been locked 
ap with the eleven other jurors for more 
than three weeks, was allowed to visit 
his home twice yesterday ' and 
again 


early today. He was accompanied on 
each occasion by two. other jurymen and 
two court officers. 


Mr. Bolton was in his place in the'jury 


box when court convened today, but it 
was known that his wife's condition was 
so critical that he might be ciilled away 
at any moment. The session had been in 
progress Ie*s than fifteen minutes with 
Dr. B, D. Evans, the alienist- continuing 
his direct testimony, when the summons 
to tbo juror came. His home is far up 
in the Bronx, and When Mr. Bolton got 
there he found his wife all but dead. She 
had been kept aiive by oxygen until he 
arrived, but expired within 
nn 
hour 


after he reacaed'hor bedside. , 


CAN GO TO THEIR HOMES. 


It was agrees on motion of District 


Attorney Jerome. Thaw's attorneys con- 
curring, that the other eleven jurors in 
the case should not be kept under lock 
and key longer, but should be allowed to 
return to their homes, pending the re- 
sumption of the trial Monday morning. 
It was 2:05 p. m., when Mr. Jerome 
made the formal announcement of the 
death of Juror Bolton'A wife and moved 
for an adjournment until Monday morn- 
ing. 
His action followed a, conference 


between Justice Fitzgerald and opposing 
counsel. 
, 


THAW IS DISAPPOINTED. 


When the jury filed into court there 


were two members missing, Juror No. 5, 
Harry C. H-irney, having remained with 
Mr. Bolton. 
Thaw was ''also 
brought 


intp court to hear the order for adjourn- 
ment. 'He seemed somewhat downcast 
at the turn of affair^, but in common 
with everyone else in the case, declared 
he felt the deepest sympathy for the 
juror. 


Mr. Jerome in moving for the adjourn- 


ment, declared that to keep the other 
Jurymen away from their homes during 
the delay would be more of a hardship 
than had been contemplated -when the 
rule at the beginning of the trial was in- 
yoked. He said it was with the consent 
of ihe defendant's counsel that he asked 
that they be ollowcd now to return to 
thair home life. 


Mr. Hartridge formally 
entered 
the 


consent of the defense. 


.JUDGE'S ADVICE TO JURORS, 


Justice Fitzgerald tl^n addressed the 


jurors, explaining to them that the rule 
of keeping them together had not been 
.adopted with the idea of .casting the 
ilignte«t reflection upon them in any 
way- 


''The action was not taken," he con- 


tinued, "upoc the separate recommenda- 
tion, of either side, but'upon the agree- 
ment ol both sides and for reasons which 
appeared to be sufficient and excellent 
alike ^> the interests to: the defense and 
the public. 


"It -would have been well if the rule 


eould-hiiTo been adhered to until the end 
of the trial, but this unfortunate occur- 
rence has prevented it. 


"You will be allowed to return to your 


homes now: tut let me appeal to your 
honor to not read any ncwspnper.stories 
of thetcase; not to speak • to anyone 
about the case and not allow anyone to 
speak to you. 


"I trust you may not be submitted to 


any annoyance. Guide yourselves ac- 
cordingly "to the dictates of your honor, 
and your <i»ths. You will return here

Stanford White IE a long and uninterrupted 
career of debauchery of girlish virtue and 
chastity must of necessity have a demoral- 
izing influence on the youth of the land; 
therefore, be it

Resolved, by the senate and bouse of rep- 
resentatives In congress assembled that as 
a protection to the honor and good name of 
the womanhood of America, the president 
of the United States IB hereby authorized 
and empowered to exclude from the public 
mail*? of the United States any and all pub- 
lications containing the revolting details of 
this case and others of a similar nature,

Says Senate Has no Right to 


Expel Senator Because of

from Utah, He strongly opposed the re- 
port of the committee on

He insist- 
ed that nothing short of a two-thirds 
vote of .the entire senate membership 
could unseat the Utah senator.

SUFFRAGISTS IN PRISON 


Those Who Tried to Get Into 


House of Commons Refuse 


to Pay Fines. 


LONDON, Feb. 14.—Fifty-six women 


suffragists who were arrested within the 
precincts' of parliament last evening 
were arraigned in pulicc court 
today 


charged with disorderly conduct and re- 
sisting the police. Mrs. Deshard n. sin- 
ter if General French who has taken a 
prominentjmrt in the' suffragist move- 
ment, and who was the leader of yes- 
terday's attack on the house of com- 
mons, was sentenced to pay a fine of 
$10, or undergo the twenty-one 
days' 


imprisonment. 


Some of the women who previously 


-•had been imprisoned for engaging in suf- 
fragist demonstrations also were fined $10 
with the option of a month's imprison- 
ment. 
The rest of the prisoners were 


condemned to pay fines of .$5 «ach or un- 
dergo two weeks' in jail. They all elect- 
ed to go to prison.

GAME WARDEN'S WORK SUNDAYS. 


The auditing and pnying officers of the 


state are coming into information about 
the methods of deputy game 
wardens 


and their ability to charge for services 
and axnenses.

that there arc no Sundays, no times for 
rest or recreation, no holidays, but one 
continuous round of work in the calen- 
dar of tlic deputy game warden. This is 
shown by the fact that the great ma- 
jority charge up full thirty-one days'

BILLS PASSED BY ASSEMBLY. 


Two. bills were passed by the assem- 


bly. 
One by Mr. Estabrook 
provides 


that all bilis passed by the legislature 
shall go into effect 011 July 1 next suc- 
ceeding' their pmsaga and publication, 
Unless otherwise expressly provided for. 
The other bill passed provides that bul- 
letins of farmers' insttutes, shall be sent 
to county ami district school, superin- 
tendents for distribution among the dif- 
ferent schools instead of being distribut- 
ed through (the ofiice .of the state super- 
intendent of school-?. 


Two bills were killed by the assem- 


bly, i One by H. E. Ro.ethe of Grant coun- 
ty repealed the law requiring towns hav- 
ing no high .school to pay the tuition 
of thoir pupils attending such schools 
in other towns, villages, or cities. The 
Other bill killed, which was by Charles 
Xeitzel of Oshk osh, left it optional with 
a -district. school board 
whether 
the 


state shall retain part of the district's 
share of the state aid. and purchase (li- 
bra-ry books for the district with it, 


GRANTS NATIONAL GUARD $140,000. 


- The assembly committee on military 
aiTairs favorably reported the bill ap- 
propriating $1.40,000 for the Wisconsin 
'National guard, 
providing, that 
the 


guard shall conform in its organization 
to that of the United States army. 


REFERENDUM SEEMS CERTAIN. 
Action on the principle of the referen- 


dum seems almost certaifi from this leg- 
islature. Innumerable bills and resolu- 
tions have been presented to the legisla- 
ture on the subject, and there are no 
less than twenty measures ponding at 
the present time-which in'some way pro- 
vide for the submission of legislative en- 
actment, either municipal or state, to the 
voters. 
' Doubtless the measures of greatest in- 
terest on : the subject are the .xioBstitu- 
tipnal amendment resolutions wiich are 
before both the senate and the assembly, 
and which are said to have the endorse- 
ment of Chairman Connor of the Repub- 
lican state 
central 
committee. These 


measures provide that any bill passed by 
a legislature can upon petition of 5 per 
cent of the voters of Wisconsin, be sub- 
mitted to a referendum vote of the peo- 


ple, which, if such referendum is ordered, 
is a final endorsement or veto of the 
measure submitted to the voters. . 


Assemblyman Elver has ,a bill which 


provides .that any common council meas- 
ure must be submitted to a vote of the 
people when a petition is placed before 
the .common council asking for such a 
vote on., a. measure. In Mi". Elver's bill 
the-OTtnber of signatures which will be 
neceseary for a petition'to secure a ref- 
erendum is not named, and Mr. Elver 
claims that in leaving this number blank 
he did so with an idea that the committe 
having the bill in charge should be given 
an opportunity to fix the number of vot- 
ers necessary for the referendum petition 
to be effective. 


The Social Democrats have a ^most 


complete referendum bill which provides 
that the principle shall apply to measures 
passed by county boards and city coun- 
cils. Constitutional 
enactment 
is of 


course necessary to effect with the refer- 
endum principle bills passed by the leg- 
islature. 
• 
, 


Besides the direct hills for the refer- 


endum tlifrc are a very large number of 
measures before the legislature which 
will need a vote of the people before they 
finally become laws. Measures having a 
referenum clause attached 
include the 


Stout woman's suffrage bill, the Dunn 
pocket ballot bill, as w-ell as several 
measures of more local interest, to the 
parts of the state where it is asked they 
should be subjected to a referendum be- 
fore becoming laws. 


HEARINGS ON AUTO BILLS. 


Hearings on the automobile bills will 


begin next week. Just what legislation 
is likely to be. drawn on the subject of 
the regulation of automobiles cannot yet 
be said. As wa* stated in this paper 
some time ago, there is a very strong de- 
mand on the p«rt of many of the agri- 
cultural members of the legislature for a 
stringent measure regulating automo- 
biles. One of the bills which is attract- 
ing considerable attention and much en- 
dorsement is a measure which compels 
all automobile drivers to stop when pass- 
ing rigs with horses attached upon the 
road, no matter whether a signal for 
such stop is made or net. 
There ig very 


little doubt that there will be a. cheeking 
by legislative enactment of the speed at 
which automobiles may be whirled along 
eitner city oi- country roads. 


' 
INCOME TAX CONTEST. 


The fuct that it will require but fuv- 


oriible action by 'this session of the legis- 
lature for the submission of the income 
tax. qu$?tipn to, tk» jptple of WuceuMn, 


is causing ,1 good deal of interest in the 
joint constitutional amendment on -this 
subject now pending before the legisla- 
ture. There is going to be a strong fight' 
against the measure, and the lineup on 
the proposition will by no means be upon 
factional lines. In the assembly nearly 
all the members are favorable to the in- 
come tax proposition, and if the measure 
is defeated it- will be in the senate rather 
than in the assembly. Still there are a 
good many of the more promiiifiit of the 
senators who are giving their support to 
the resolution in one form or anothcr^and 
therefore it is not likely to fall by the 
wayside, no matter what kind ofa-fight 
is put up against the measure. 


PLANS TO PROTECT DEER. 


Northern Wisconsin members say'that 


there is uo doubt that something will be 
done to protect deer from such slaugh- 
ters as have occurred the last few years 
in Wisconsin. It is claimed that should 
these annual slaughters be continued it 
would only be-a short lime before Wis- 
consin would be without deer. .That the 
bill for the shortening 'of the deer season 
from twenty to fifteen days will become 
a, law now appears likely,, and scne of 
the bills prohibiting the killing of deer 
in certain counties will be passed. Tay- 
lor county is making the most eiTectual 
fight on this subject for an absolute pro- 
hibition against the killing of deer in 
that countv, and a very large number of 
petitions have been received by the leg- 
islature from residents of that county 
asking that it be placed upon the closed^ 
list as far as the slaughter of deer with- 
in its 'limits is concerned.

"O. B. Oleson said to be the proprietor 


of a Racine hotel came to Kenosha last 
night with his wife and James Johnson 
and finding that Kenosha was a decided- 
ly slow town after the speed of life in 
Racine, the' trio,. proceeded, to 
start 


something doing. 
TUe disturbance oc- 


curred on Main; street and when Oleson 
got mixed up with one of the local men, 
his wife went .to his assistance. At'the 
finish Officer Bicnnemaji appeared and 
took all three to the county jail. 
.^3Jrs. Oleson made a decided objection 
to going to jaii, and used her finger nails 
in an attack on. the officer. 
When the 


trio readied the jail they pleaded with 
the officers not to lock them up, claim- 
ing that they were all well known, in 
Racine. 
After a few minutes in jail 


they were taken to the justice court 
and pleaded guilty to a charge of dis- 
turbance of the peace. Fines of SI und 
costs were assessed against each of them, 
and they were promptly paid. 


The trio took'a late car'to Racine, 


and it is certain that, if another celebra- 
tion is pulled off some other town than 
Kenosha will be selected'for the sport,"

—Women Journalists, Koughly

LONDON, .Feb. IS.-^Folloiving a con- 


ference'^ thcr:Womcn's;special and po- 
litical union • today hundreds of' women 
suffragists made'a determined attack on 
the^house of cqmmons with the object of 
forcing thoir way into the building. The 
'police hai-bcen forwarned of the attempt 
'and a large force in uniform, in plain 
clothes.and mounted' was on duty about 
,the building. 
The doors of the house 


were shut in the faces of the women and 
the police attempted to drive them back, 


i In so doing the mounted men galloped 
among the Women, who struggled fie.rce- 
.]y and many of the women were thrown 
down in the mud and badly hurt.

The letter reads as 
follows: 


"This company has received petitions 


within the last sixty days from sixteen 
offices iii the west and southwest asking 
for an increase, of ten per cent in the 
salaries of employes. These, petitions

bearing the raind that the company 
should not discriminate in favor of a 
few offices, but that any action taken 
should be general. In thi; connection it 
lias been necessary to consider the enor- 
mously increased cost of all kinds of tei- 
egrnpli material which in many csees 
has been from fifty to one hundred per 
cent, while the tariff rates on messages 
and othrfr traffii: are very low in view 
of the demands of the public forever in- 
creasing facilities and more rapid ser- 
vice.

Nearly all the surviving passengers in- 


terviewed ngrep that the crew .and offi- 


1 cera behaved well. With the flrrt "hook, 


j and the inrush of water and escape of 


j steam from the broken main steam pipe. 
Captain McVcy realized the scope of the 
accident. Tlie crew was called to quar- 
ters, each man springing to his station 
as the call to desert the ship wa« taken.

Mr. Thaw suffered from a rapid' flow of 
words not eharnr-teristic of the normal 
mind. He showed a condition of abnor- 
mal excitementr—a diseased condition of 
thc brain." 


UNSOUNDNESS VS. SANITY. 


'•'In , the disease yon rlc.-eribe how do 


the conditions differ from the conditions 
if a normal man speaks rapidly?" 


"An ordinary normal man speaks more

In a man of unsound mind, the ideas 
come rapidly tumbling over each other, 
jumping from one subject to another, 
that leads a trained observer to suspect 
unsoundness of'riiind..

tonl «r« Carefully Considering the 


Cnivmltr Affair*. 


MADISON, Feb. 12.—Plans are being 


discussed among members of thc legisla- 
ture which may ultimately result in a 
change in thc management of the fiscal 
affairs of the .University of Wisconsin, 
many believing that the present system, 
that of a perfunctory control exercised 
by a board of regents is inadequate and 
inefficient, both to the institution and as 
subserving the best interests of the state. 
The plan most in favor is to segregate 
the instructional or purely educational 
side of the university from the business 
of administrative side and as much as 
possible relieve the president from bur- 
dens constantly increasing, of a purely 
business character. 


MUCH UX'IVEKSITY TALK. 
. 


Up to this time there has been more 


desultory talk nbout university affairs 
than is usually to.be found thus early in 
the session. Regrettable as it is, there 
is a genera! spirit of animosity, based 
partly upon misunderstanding and mis- 
conception, but upon fact as well, which 
places thc legislature in a spirit of an- 
tagonism to demands of the. university 
•which must reasonably be met. Mem- 
bers state that there is need of a practi- 
cal plan which will take from the presi- 
dent the necessity of financial responsi- 
bility and place its business management 
in the handu of a paid bourd or commis-. 
sion, the duty of which shall be 'to run 
the business affairs 
ot" the university. 


This plnn, as claimed by the promoters, 
will place the president in a 
position 


where he can direct all bis time and at- 
tention- to educational matters. 


NOW TOO COSTLY FOR STUDENTS. 


In discussing some of the details of 


the university and criticisms made, in a 
general way of the institution Senator 
Owen spoke at some length of the cost 
of maintaining a. student here. 


"I have looked into this, mutter.'' said 


Senator Owen, "and have come to the 
conclusion that the expense, of placing a 
student at the university roust be cut 
down. At the present time the cost is 
too high to be carried by hundreds of 
men in tire state whose sous and daugh- 
ters would otherwise receive the benefits 
of the university. I may be possessed of 
an old fogy notion, and may be declaim- 
ing counter 
to approved 
university 


schemes, but I feel like withholding my 
vote from approving any university ap- 
propriation bill which does not provide 
for the erection of dormitories wherein 
the students who so desire can find ac- 
commodations. This plan, to my mind, 
will reduce thi! cost of college expenses 
considerably and 1 am firmly of the opin- 
ion that provision should be made for 
it." 


The views expressed by Senator Owen 


are only one of many to be heard when 
the members get to discussing university 
finances. There is a serious intention to 
bring about changes in the management 
and thus' reduce the cost of administra- 
tion, and relieve the president from some 
of thc burdens he now has1 to shoulder.

THE ENGLISH WAY. 


The setting aside by an English rail- 


road of $2,30.000 in order io meet death 
and injury claims arising- from the ac- 
cident in Salisbury in July last in which 
several Americans were killed 'and in- 
jured, marks something altogether dif- 
ferent from the order of procedures of 
our own railroads. An account states 
that so far there has been five fatalities 
.settled by the payment of $33,000 and 
twelve injury cases for i, $2!),835.

PURELY VEGETABLE 


MADISON, Feb. 13.—It is becoming 


the general belief around the legislature, 


j that while the railway rate commission 
may not be able to determine that a 2 
cent fare on Wisconsin roads shall be the 
maximum charge made, it may. and by 
some it is claimed, will report favorable 
to the making of a-2% cent per mile 
rate. 


This view is taken by many of the sen- 


ators and assemblymen who have been 
following -the discussion of the subject 
and who claim to have knowledge as to 
the investigations the commission has 
been conducting and its' efforts to ascer- 
tain whether or not a 2 cent fare could 
be promulgated. It is known that the 
commission has made every effort to find 
favorably to a 2 cent rate, but it is un- 
able to do so. At least, after months of 
searching investigation fully 
covering 


every phase of the question, the commis- 
sion has been -unable-to report its find- 
ings. Thi* leads .to the assumption on 
the part of the members that a ,2 cent 
fare can not be rightfully instituted be- 
cause if imlde, ,th? .passenger earnings 
would be so dangerously near, or even 
less than the point, where the companies 
would 
have a case.in court, that the 


commission believes that such'- a rate 
could not be sustained. 
: 


TO RETAIN COMMUTATION TICKETS 


Taking this view of the case, that a 2 


cent fare order by the commission can 
not be sustained, it is believed that a 2ys 
cent fare will be ordered, and the find- 
ing of the commission thus be placed up- 
on safe ground, although it is in the na- 
ture of a compromise. It is also stated 
that the 'commission, should an order of 
this nature be adopted, will demand cer- 
tain other concessions and privileges not 
now granted by the' railways and which 
concerns vsrons forms of mileage. What 
these are in detail can not be stated, but 
it is said that they relate to commuta- 
tion tickets and cheaper modes of trans- 
portation which tho commission is en- 
deavoring to preserve to the users and 
which, if a 2 cent fare was promulgated 
would be taken away by the companies. 
What the commission intends.to do in 
the matter, is of course more or less 
guess work, but it is the opinion of well 
informed senators that a 2y3 cent au- 
thorization may be expected. 
, 


MEMBERS OF BOARD SILENT. 


It is asserted that if a 2 cent rate was 


imposed the railroads in order to protect 
their revenues from passenger 
traffic, 


would be obliged" to-do away with many 
of the rates now at 2 cent or lower, as 
is the ease in commutation tickets: This 
has especial bearing1-upon Milwaukee] for 
the greater volume of travel from many 
ol the cities and towns is upon a rate 
for 
commutation tickets less than 2 


cents. 


The members of the commission refuse 


to discuss their plans or the probable re- 
sult of their investigations. As to when 
the report, will be made, the statement of 
members of the transportation commit- 
tiW of both houses can be relied upon 
as furnishing some evidence as to the 
time when the 2 cent fare proposition 
will be determined. .This will be some- 
time during the last of the month, prob- 
nbly week after next, unless something 
should intervene to prevent it. 


FEELING OF LEGISLATURE. 


Those who believe that the commission 


hae been moving too slowly in seeking a 
determination, of the question whether 
or not a 2 cent -fare can be authorized 
npon right and merit, know that they 
express the popular side of publie senti- 
ment. This fact .1ms led them into the 
belief, politically, that nothing should 
stand between the people and a 2 cent 
fare, and if the work of the commission 
interfered or in any way impeded hur- 
ried progress toward that end, regardless 
of the merits, thor, the commission should 
be brushed aside. Those who have ar- 
gued this, in the next few days may 
uwaken to the fact thnt the legislature 
is not in accord with them in criticisms 
of the commission, however greatly' the 
members tuny desire the order institut- 
ing 
a reduction in' fare. The average 


member is .convinced thnt the commission 
has not been wasting time in its attempt 
to reach a determination, and know that 
the question is so exceedingly close that 
an error 'on one side or the other will; 
prevent, either at law or through decis- 
ions of the court, the relief that should 
come in the making of a lower passenger 
rate. 


ONE VIEW OF SITUATION.

amall politics, and consideration alone be

The 
people want'it. the commission wants it, 
Mitl the legislature wimts it, but certain 
and definite fact* as; to the earnings of 
railways iipon. ''.heir •passenger service 
must be first ^established with such dcfin- 
itencss and certainty tlmt the order of 
the commission or the law passed by the 
legislature-can not be -overthrown. 


Cap't. C. H. Russell, pension agent in 


the adjutant generals office, calls the at- 
tention ot all soldiers nnd sailors who 
arc entitled to pensions, to the fact that 
under the -llcCumlicy Inw; that it is the 
duty as. well as the pleasure of the de- 
partment to be of all possible assistance 
to soldiers in securing- pensions.

They nay that 
this amount'of money is absolutely nec- 
essary if the state institutions are to lie 
run in a proper manner and thnt they 
have not submitted the budget under 
the belief that it 'can be cut. The bud- 
get is but a little over $100,000 more 
than was granted by the legislature of 
two years ago for* the period between 
1905 
and IflOT. The board members say 


that great economy was used in the esti- 
mates upon which the maintcnimca bill 
is bused. 


SHORTER HOURS FOR WOMEN.

BODY TO HEAR PROTESTS 


City Attorneys Urging State 


Commission for Purpose. 


Would Have Members Take np Com' 


plaints Made by Cities Aguinst 


lighting Companies. 


The city attorneys of all of the prin- 


cipal cities of the state desire that there 
be created by the legislature n commis- 
sion whoso duty it phii'l lie to listen to 
all complaints against lighting compan- 
ies doing business in those cities. They 
desire that this commission he a body 
similar to the tax commission, and otiher 
like bodies appointed by the state and to 
have jurisdiction in nil matter pertain, 
inc; to the business transacted by light- 
ing cotnpnnes, both electric aird gus. TJis 
city attorneys believe that the public ii 
not getting the proper 
service from 


these companies and are of the opinion 
that a body ^of that kiAd would afford 
considerable protection to the users of 
corporation light. 


DUTIES OF COMMISSION. 


One of the chief duties of the commis- 


sion, which is desired, will be the benring 
and investigation of complaints of all 
kinds which may be raado by any city 
against a corporation furnishing it light 
of cither electric or gas. Where a efty 
pays for. certain candle power electric 
arc lamps and is satisfied that th« power 
of the light is not up to the require- 
ments this commission will be able to 
make an investigation and test ivith a 
view of ascertaining the facts. The cali- 
bration of meters is another matter 
which will come under its jurisdiction 
and is-deemed of great importance.

no_ less than -a hundred h'ead of cattle 
have been condemned by the inspectors 
and nearly all of them have been killed. 
The slaughter has not been-ordered by 
the state veterinary and for this reason 
it is^not thought that the farmers'will 
be able to recover from the state the- 
value of the cattle, slaughtered'on ac- 
count of the epidemic. In most cases 
the cattjc have been ordered, killed by 
the inspectors and the farmers have been 
notified that they will'not. be permit- 
ted to ship ujilk'uritil the order is car- 
ried out. This has had a tendency to 
bring quick death* t'o ' the infected cat- 
tle.
